DWARF OR BUSH.—GREEN PODDED. 


Under this name are classed all the low growing sorts called 
in different catalogues Bush, Bunch, Snap, String or Dwarf Beans. 

CULTURE.—No crop responds more readily to good soil and cultiva- 
tion than this. The soil best adapted to them is a light, rich, well- 
drained loam, which was manured for the previous crop. They are all 
extremely sensitive to both drouth and wet, and it is useless to plant 
them before the ground has become dry and warm. The largest return 
will result from planting in drills about three feet apart, and leaving six 
plants to a foot in the row. Up to the time of blossoming they should 
have frequent shallow cultivation, but any cutting of the roots after 
the plants come into bloom is liable to cause the blossoms to blast, and 
so cut off the crop. Remember that beans should always be cultivated 
very shallow, and that it is useless to expect a crop from a field so poorly 
prepared as to need deep stirring after planting. 

From two to four pounds will be sufficient to furnish a supply for an 

dinary family, and varieties should be selected so as to give a succes- 
sion both of string and green shelled beans. The wax podded beans are 
particularly liable to run “‘off’’ into green podded plants, and it requires 
nstant attention and skillful selection by seedsmen to keep them pure, 

so that it is especially important to buy only from reliable sources. 

FERTILIZER.—If the beans are grown for ripe seed, the fertilizer 
need contain but littl nitrogen, but must be rich in phosphoric acid and 
potash; that Is, per acre, applied in the drill from 500 to 1,000 pounds 
f a fertilizer containing:

beets is a rich, sandy loam, and one 
quite sandy and light will prove satis- 
factory if highly fertilized. It will not 
succeed on a dry and lumpy soil or on 
one too heavy.

The late planting, which is to occupy the ground during the summer 
should be on a heavier soil, less stimulatingly, though abundantly fer- 
tilized. ‘‘Clubroot’”’ is a disease which often destroys the roots of the 
plants, when cabbage is grown year after year on the same land. The 
remedy is rotation of crops. The troublesome green cabbage worm may 
be killed by dusting with Slug Shot. This substance is death to the 
cabbage worm, but harmless to men. Paris green should never be used 
on cabbage. 4 

SOIL.—The cabbage family includes a’ large number of very dis- 
tinct forms, which need practically the same soil, fertilizer and culture. 
The soil should be deep, mellow, moist but well drained, and can not 
well be too rich; reclaimed swamps and newly plowed lands are excellent. 

CULTIVATION.—Any crop which leaves the soil in good condition 
may precede cabbage, but this family will not thrive in the same soil 
two years in succession, because of its becoming infested with diseases 
and insect pests peculiar te the crop.. The plants are generally started in 


hot beds or cold frames, and transplanted to about fifteen inches to two. 


feet apart in rows from two and one-half to three feet apart. Thorough 
and clean cultivation are essential. 

FERTILIZER.—The cabbage requires rich soil and should follow 
some other heavily fertilized crop. The plants are grown for their suc- 
culent leaves and stems, so nitrogen is the important element in the 
fertilizer, and should be given in liberal quantities. Use per acre from 
1,000 to 2,000 pounds of a fertilizer containing: Nitrogen, 4 per cent; 
Actual Potash, 9 per cent; Available Phosphoric Acid, 7 per cent. 

A fair crop of 31 tons per acre removes from the soil 150 pounds of 
nitrogen, 360 pounds of potash and 180 pounds of phosphoric acid. The 
potash in form of sulphate has,often been found better for cabbage than 
the muriate. 4

The Cauliflower, although one of the most delicious vege- 
tables, is but little grown, except by professional gardeners, 
because of the erroneous notion that it is so difficult to grow— 
that only skilled gardeners can produce it. Anyone will be 
reasonably certain of success with this most delicious vegetable 
if he carefully follows the cultural directions which are given 
below. 


CULTURE.— For spring and early summer crop sow in March or 
early April, in hot-bed and transplant to cold frame when sufficiently 
large, and to the open ground as soon as danger of hard freezing is over. 
The plants will endure a light frost. The soil for Cauliflower should be 
like that for cabbage, but it is better if made richer than is ordinarily 
used for that crop. Give the plants thorough culture and keep free from 
worms with Persian insect powder. For late crop sow at same time as 
for late cabbage and treat in the same manner. It should be borne in 
mind that Cauliflower will not head up well in hot, dry weather, and 
hence the sowings should be so regulated as to bring it to maturity 
either before the hot summer weather sets in or not until the cooler 
weather of the fall. If it receive at this time a liberal supply of water, 
the size and quality of the heads will be greatly improved. After the 
heads begin to form, draw the leaves over and pin or tie them together 
to protect the heads from the sun and keep it white. The heads should 
be cut for use while the ‘“‘curd’’ is compact and hard, as they soon be- 
come tough and bitter after they open and separate into branches.

MUSHROOMS.

As soon as signs of growth 
appear, place two inches of soil over them, and cover all with 
straw. Water is used if necessary, which should be warmed 
to the temperature of the bed.

Soil.—Onions do best on a light, loamy soil which has been-kept free from 
weeds by careful cultivation. They do better when grown year after year on 
the same land properly fertilized. The soil needs to contain considerable humus, 
and be retentive of moisture; mucks are sometimes selected for onion farms. 


Fertilizer.—Thoroughly rotted stable manure is a suitable fertilizer, but 
fresh stable manure should not be used because it contains seeds 
of grasses and weeds which will increase the labor in keeping the 
ouions clean. Commercial fertilizers contain no seeds and are to 
be preferred. Nitogen should be applied freely. Use, per acre, 
at least 1,500 pounds of Holly Onion Fertilizer. See page 56. 


Suggestions.—If the onions are grown on a muck 
land, the amount of nitrogen which retards ripening, 
may be decreased to 2 per cent., but the full percentage 
of phosphoric acid and potash should be given. Sul- 
‘phate of potash often produces better results than 
muriate. Lime is also needed for onions. The usual

THE MAKING AND KEEPING OF A LAWN. 


The successful keeping as well as making of a beautiful lawn 
lies most largely in the thorough preparation before a seed is 
sown. 

In fitting the ground for a lawn care should be taken to have 
the work properly done throughout, as in that condition it will 
last for years; but if slighted in the beginning it will be a con- 
stant source of annoyance and exepense. The soil should be 
thoroughly harrowed and raked to reduce to as fine a condition 
as possible, as well as to level it, as nothing detracts so much 
from the appearnce of a lawn as an uneven surface. Sow the 
seed as early in tue spring as convenient, the earlier the better 
if the soil is in good condition, or it may be sown very well in 
August. After the seed has been sown it should be raked lightly 
so as to cover it about one-fourth inch deep, and then rolled 
with a hand roller, unless it is thoroughly watered, to settle 
the soil about the seed. Asa fertilizer we would recommond Holly 
Brand Lawn Dressing as being lasting in its effects and free from 
weed seeds. Apply at the rate of 600 to 1,000 lbs. to acre. No 
one kind of grass will make a lawn that will keep beautifully 
green all through the season, but a mixture of several is essen- 
tial, as some varieties are more luxuriant in the spring, others 
in summer, and again others in autumn, and a proper combina- 
tion of these various sorts is required to create and maintain 
a perfect carpet-like lawn. Our Nonpareil Sod Mixture is most 
admirably adapted to this purpose, and as near perfection as 
possible to attain.

Grass Mixtures.—Either for hay or pasture, there are many 
advantages to be obtained by sowing a mixture. The up-to-date 
farmer as well as the agr cultural colleges advocate sowing a 
number of species at one time. Fach grass lives, to a great ex- 
tent, on different constituents, the scascn that wou!d comp!etely 
check the growth of one variety cf grass will act as an encour- 
agement to some other variety so that with a mixtu_e a iailure 
is practically impossible. This mixture must be so c mpcunded 
as to make a solid turf. If a large proportion of tufted or bunchy 
grasses are used bottom grasses of more spreading habit must 
be intermingled so as to fill the spuces and make a compact, 
even growth. it is also desirable to use those kinds that make a 
rapid growth after each cutting. In a mixture for hay, such 
grasses should be used that will all mature at about the same 
time, while for a pasture mixed the chief requisite is not that 
all kinds should mature at the same time, but that early, medium 
and late should be used together, so as to furnish ccntinued 
grazing the entire season.
